The looting and the hasty with- 
drawal were evident in the jewelry, 
blankets and food left behind by the 
Chimese soldiers, Abandoned motor 
trucks and automobiles indicated 
there was a concerted rush to es- 
cape from the relentless Japanese ad-. 
vance. The Chinese also failed to 
destroy many of their bridges. 

Chapei presented a pitiful picture. 
Not a single building had escaped the

A Rengo (Japanese) news agency 
dispatch from: Manchuli, Manchuria, 
said that a revolt against General Mah 
Chan-shan’s Heilungkiang regime had 
occurred and that Manchvli and Hai- 
lar in that southern province had 
been seized by the rebels.

It was added, however, that he was 
merely complying with the old Manchu 
custom of twice refusing high honors 
with self-depreciation before accepting 
them when offered a third time.

“For what man can 
inaugurate business enterprises ful- 
fillable over a long period if his imag- 
ination is haunted by bombardments 
from the air that are capable of de- 
stroying whole towns and their in- 
habitants in a few moments?” asks 
M. Painleve. And so he advocates 
the banishment of: aerial bombard- 
ments.

With or without the fright- 
ful vision of aerial bombardments the 
element of uncertainty in Eurepean 
affairs is not destroyed. The whole 
mentality of Europe is wrong. The 
fact that every country is arming fe- 
verishly. shows that some nameless 
fear is haunting them.

And, strange to say, the only rem- 
edy the statesman can think of is 
heavier armament, more soldiers, more 
guns and more tanks and airplanes. 
That remedy is no cure. Its like 
throwing oil on the flames to stop a 
conflagration.

A friend asks me to write a column on the proper use of imagination. 
Recently you read the story of the death of Edgar Wallace, a man who left 
behind “more books, plays, and short stories than any half dozen men 
| of his generation,” a man, the machinations of whose 
mind would fill the shelves of a moderate sized library. 
An amazing accomplishment! But the secret lies, not so 
much in the man’s imagination as in his industry. And 
there hides the secret of the proper use of imagination ; 
Edgar Wallace harnessed his imagination and hitched it 
to his facile pen. a 


The word imagination conjures up two pictures 
to the average person’s mind—one of an untruth- 
ful child whose parents employ that euphemistic 
term to conceal from themselves and others the 


likes to face the facts of life as they really are 
consequently resorts to imagination to’ throw 
coming veil over them or to embroider these 
so that their stark ugliness is mitigated. O 
again it suggests the poetic man or woman t 
weaves bright fancies out of rainbow colors, 
that hears music in factory whistles as wgf as in 
birds’ songs, one that sees beauty in bare branches of winter's trees 
as well as in the virgin green of some new spring growth, one that 
sees life as a great drama played on a manwnoth stage and death as 
the curtain that separates the player from his. audience until the cur- 
taim rises again. 


All of these things the word imagination conjures up for the average 
individual to look upon, and so far so good. But beyond the poetic and practi- 


cal meaning of these things there is a larger conception, a more far reaching « » 


significance. Imagination is the spark of life without which no individual 
glows and without which no individual accomplishes any spiritual or practical] 
work. It is to man’s endeavor what hope,is to his heart. And he succeeds 
or fails, in proportion as the spark glows, 


Politicians must be imaginative or they lose their constituents. 
Painters must be imaginative or their pietures never hang on museum 
walls. Architects must be imaginative or their styles are outmoded 
and their buildings cannot satisfy the tenants. Poets must be imagina- 
tive or they cannot even conceive poetic forms and expressions. In- 
ventors must be imaginative or, simply enough, they are not inventors. 
The businessman without imagination is a hireling. The manufacturer 
without imagination is a-“hand.” You and | without imagination are 
deadly bores and life without imagination is a drab existence. 


There are certian qualifications that we assume to be necessary for the 
various activities of life, We say the business man must be thrifty and in- 
dustrious, hard fisted and able to see imto the future. So he must, but what 
| is seeing into the future but exercise of imagination. We say the manufacturer 
(must be first of all a good merchant, competent in buying and clever in 
selling. Those two talents are directly dependent on the imagination gift. 

We say the artist must have an eye for beauty, a sense of rhythm, clear 
conception of color, and we assume that these qualities render him impractical. 
But do they? In 1916 an American artist died and left his fortune to the 
National Academy of Design. By his will the income of this fortune was to 
be used to buy pictures of American artists for museums over the country. 
The fund is administered by the council of that organization. They invested 
the bequest in common stocks in the boom years. When stocks began to 
tumble they consulted with the bankers and were advised to hold until things 
took a better turn. But the canny artists were imaginative. They had their 
profit. They saw visions of losing their profits and they sold the common 
stocks and put their money in bonds and mortgages. Today their investment 
is doubled in value yielding a large income. The artists laugh up their sleeve 


at the harassed financiers whose lack of imagination crippled their judgment,
